Reducing the Cost of '.iving 

Postmaster-General Burleson’s lat- 
cst plan to develop the usefulness of 
the parcel pest is a logical carrying- 
cut of One of the main purposes of 


the government in undertaking the 
carriage of packages. 
The parcel post justified itself 


against lobbed opposition by the 
promise that it would reduce the cost 
of living. It Was urged that city 
housekeepers could get eggs, poul- 
try, butter and other farm produce 
directly from the farmer, cutting out 
the profits of the several varieties of 
middlemen that intervene . between’ 
the producer and the consumer. The 
idea wag that the householder would 
pay less and get better food supplies, 
while the farmer would, at least in 
many cases, save the cost of market- 
ing and get larger returns. So both 
would be better off. 

This-is precisely the way it has; 
worked out—where it has been fully 
intrcduced. The trouble has been, 
however, that it has not been tried 
enough. An agency has been’ needed 
to bring tre producer ane consumer 
in teuch with each other, to open up 
these channels of direct trade and to 
round up city customers for the 
farmers. 

This is what is proposed in the 
plan to be tried out in ten cities, 
where the post offices are to be bur- 
eaus of information, supplying city 
people with lists of the names and 
addresses of farmers who are pre- 
pared to supply produce direct to the 
ultimate consumer. It will take time 
‘o work out this plan, but it ought 
to work to the mutual advantage of 
the farmer and the city dweller.— 
New York Mail.

Don't Drink Water That is Pure 

The familiar statement that the old 
toper who refused to drink for fear 
it would “rust his fron constitution,” 
may-not be so much of a joke as it 
has always been considered. Recent 
scientific investigations cast serious 
doubts upon the beneflis of water as 
a beverage except in very moderate 
quantities, Surprisingly enough, wat- 
er which has been made chemically 
pure by distilling, has been found to 
do even more injury to the human 
system than other kinds. : 

A long series of experinent on 
plants has shown that distilled water 
which offers a high resistance to 
electric currents, is almost fatal to 
plant life. Such water works great 
harm to a plant's cells by extracting 
the electrolytes anc disarranging the 
chemical and physical parts of the 
plants. Protwids are the basis of the 
cell's health, and they are just the 
elements which are destroyed by ab- 
solutely pure water. 

The fact of the matter seems to be 
that there is danger of drinking wat- 
er that is too pure. The presence of 
certain impurities in water adds 
greatly to its h2aithfulness Bven a 
small amount of mineral salts has the 
effect of making water a harmless 
beverage. Distillation makes water 
absolutely pure by destroying disease 
microbes, but at the same time it 
removes certain salt* which are of 
great value to our bodies. 

Science now says that well wate: 
is a good kind to drink, but.that fil- 
tered river water is evcn better, be- 
cause it has been more thoroughly 
oxygenated. We ought never to drink 
distilled water, it declares, because 
there is good reason to believe that 
{1 is as harmful tc the cells of the 
hurhan body .as to, those of plants.

Napoleon As Press Censor 

It is not generally known that Na- 
poleon Bonaparte acted as press cen- 
sor in 1805. 

With the beginning of popular gov- 
reelet in France in 1789, the ‘De- 
bats’ was one of a cluster of news- 
papers which sprang into being. This 
is the oldest newspaper in Paris and 
it recently celebrated its centenary. 

It was founded by a printer named 
Baudoin, and purported to be, as its 
name shows, a mere chronicle of pol- 
itical events. Owing to its pungent 
criticisms of men and affairs it soon 
became one of the most influential of 
the Paris journals. 

In 1805 the paper was compelled 
by Napoleon to change its name, and 
became the “Journal de I’Empire.” 
It Was in the course of the corres- 
jpondence which took place between 
Napoleon and the editor, Fievee, on 
the subject of the threatened cen- 
sorship, that the emperor gave the 
order which has become _ famous, 
about the policy of the newspaper, 
“that it should pubtish no news un- 
favorable to the government until 
the truth was so well known that 
publication was needless!” 

After Napoleon's retirement to El 
ba the paper resumed its old title, 
and it is that event which has just 
been celebrated.

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BORING A TUNNEL 
THROUGH SELKIRKS 


IMMENSE ENGINEERING FEAT |S 
UNDERTAKEN AT ROGERS’ 
PASS 


New.Location for the Line Will Short: 
en C.P.R. Route by Four Miles— 
Work Involves the Expenditure of 
Over Ten Million Dollars. 

In the vast amphitheatres formed 
by the ranges of perpetually snow: 
clad mountains which surround the 
pass of the Sclkirks, modern science 
today is pitt'rg its wits against the 
titanic forces of nature. A tremen- 
dous conflict is being waged in the 
valleys on either side of the summit 
where the primordial has held sway 
for countless ages. 

Brains :nd brawn, backed by mod- 
ern machinery, modern methods and 
scientific orgénization, are combining 
to circumvent the elements. Huge 
fron mammoths are scooging out 
earth crock in enormous mouthfuls, 
and powerful explosives are rending 
the innermost recesses of the hills to 
serve the needs of a transcontinental 
railway system and to permit of the 
onward march of progress. 

The new location for the line will 
shorten the route by four miles. The 
enterprise is officially known as the 
Rogers’ Pass tunnelling scheme, and 
the work and related improvements 
will involve the expenditure of more 
than $10,000,000. The tunnel wip 
take rank as the longest railway bore 
in America. The Hoosac tunnel on 
the New York Central line is the 
longest ft* present, being just four 
and three-quarter miles through. 

Since the Canadian Pacific railway 
first opened its transcontinental line 
through the mountains of British Co- 
lumbia it has spent millions of dol- 
lars in protecting and renewing its 
tracks on extra locomotives used to 
Waul trains up the heavy grades and 
in coping with the snowfalls and 
other physical handicaps which keep 
a large force of men and a large 
amount of expensive equipment busy 
nearly all the year. At Rogers’ Pass 
close to the summit of the’ Selkirks, 
the company maintains large engine 
sheds,. shops, snow plows ana outfits 
ready for service on both sides of the 
Selkirk range. 

» The engineer spent two years seek- 

ing a favorable location for a tunnel 

through the Selkirks. The C.P.R. 

decided on the Rogers’ Pass tunnel 

undertaking and relating double- 
tracking work last spring, prelimin- 
ary operations being started last 

June. 

The contractors, who have in hand 
the tunnel scheme are applying au 
entirely now method in tunnel pierc- 
ing, they are projecting what is 
known as a “pioneer bore.” This is 
a small preliminary shaft, seven feet 
by nine, which will parallel the 
course of the main tunnel ‘fifty feet 
distant and wili be bored from both 
ends at the same time. The idea is 
quite in the nature of an experiment 
and was decided upon only after care- 
ful calculation and mature consider- 
ation. 

One of the principal reasons for 
the adopticn of the new plan was the 
fact that the Canadian Pacific wish- 
ed to have the big undertaking finish- 
ed by December 31, 1916, three years 
and a half from the time the work 
was started. Building a passage five 
miles long is » lengthy process in the 
way. Only a limited num- 
ber of men can work in the heading 
at one time and delays constantly oc- 
cur on account of blasting and other 
causes. Ld 

With the “pioneer” bore the work 
will be greatly facilitated. Side shafts 
will be excavated leading into the 
course of the main tunnel and drill- 
ers will thus be enabled to attack a 
number. of points at once. While 
blasting is proceeding in one part of | 
the shaft the workers will be able 
to continue their activities in another, 
instead of having to cease work each 
time a-shot in fired as would be the 
cese with the one heading, The same 
applies to the excavation part of the 
work. Lines of cars loaded with ma- 
terial can be kept continually in mo- 
tion from the various drifts which 
would not be possible were the oper- 
ations concentrated all at one part. 

Another great advaniage is the fact 
that the “pioneer” bore will act as a 
ventilating shaft, enabling the pas- 
sage of a “urrent of air through two 
bores and the connecting passages. It 
will also serve a permanent purpose 
in the same connection on the com- 
pletion of the main tunnel. 

The tunnel operations have a de- 
cidedly human interest side, With per- 
spiration dripping from their lightly 
clad bodies, the drill men may be 
seen calmly proceeding with their al- 
lotted tasks, paying little heed to the 
significance of their work. 

The work is pursued in much the 
game way as in the levels of a mine. 
Stopes are driven and holes are 
YHored with air drills, charges set and 
exploded and the shattered material 
placed on.cars and run out along nar- 
row gauge tram lines, Eletcric fans 
keep a current of air in circulation 
removing the dust from the drills and 
clearing the atmosphere of the pois- 
onous gases from blasting.

300 MILES AN HOUR 


Latest Story of Miracle of Science 
Comes From France 

The London Standard and Express 
devotes considerable room to describ- 
ing “the latest miracle of science,” as 
shown in a very secret building «in 
the city. Emile Bachelat, an old 
Frenchman, long resident in Amer- 
ica, is said to have produced a rail- 
way system, permitting of a speed of 
300 miles an hour. The cars are made 
of steel,-with aluminum base. This 
metal, suffering magnetic repulsion 
by electricity magnets, which are 
situated under the track, holds the 
cars suspended in the air. A series 
of tunnel shaped solenoids along the 
track, which are successivly electri- 
cally magnetized, pull the suspended 
ca rat a terrific speed. 

This typ of car is ‘ntended for 
goods and mail traffic, Bachelat con- 
tending that the cost of carriage for 
800 would would be a cent per pound. 
The cost of laying the track would 
be $25,000 a mile plus $60,000 for 
power houses at each hundred miles. 
The passenger cars would be fitted 
wit propellors and metor similar 
to deroplanes.

The inventor suggests that it will 
be possible to do the present journey 
from London to Manchester,n forty- 
eight minutes, instead of four hours, 
while the dight and a half hour jour- 
ney consumed in the journey from 
London to Glasgow can be teduced 
to seventy-five minutes. 

Experiments with large sized mod- 
els so impressed rai!way experts, that 
Bachelat was offered the use of a cir- 
cuit within five miles of London to 
fully and practically test the inven- 
tion, whick représents 20 years’ ex- 
periments.

APRIL FOR WAR 


Many American Conflicts Have Been

with Spain, April 21, 1898. 

The Spanish war was actually de-

It }.as been cultivated 
from the Wild fungi which grow in 
the woods in the late autumn lonths. 

A number were planted in the vast 
cellars of the Paris observatory, and 
by careful treatment a mushroom 
was developed which grows all the 
year round. ‘he stem is eight inches 
high and the head four to six inches 
in diameter. 

The new variety has been given the 
name of “tricholoma nudum.” Its flav- 
or is most delicate and captivating, 
and the color of the stems of the 
first specimens obtained was a purpl- 
ish blue, bat this is gradually disap- 
pearing under extended cultivation. 


FOREST WASTE FELT ABROAD 


Destruction of American Trees Bring 
Problem to Manufacturers of 
Germany 
The steadily progressing destruc: 
tion of American forests has made 
itself unpleasantly felt by the Ger- 
man pencil and vehi:le industries. 
Red cedar, which the German pen- 
cil factories get chiefly from Tennes- 
see, Alabama, Georgia, Kentucky and 
Texas, is growing so scarca that the 
question of a possible substitute has 

become acute. 

The case is the same as to hickory. 
For more than twenty-five years the 
German army has bought in America 
the hickory for the tongues of its gun 
carriages. The carriage and auto- 
mobile industry also is dependent in 
large measure on a suffiicent supply 
of this tough but elastic wood and it 
now appears that there will be no 
hickory available in a few years,

PROBLEM OF ASSIMILATION 


Toronto Correspondent of The Times 
Writes on the Americanization 
of Canada Wy 

The Toronto correspondent of the 
London Times contributes an article 
of a column and a half in length, en- 
titled “The Americanization of Can- 
ada,” in which what he calls the “im- 
perial problem” is described. The|’ 
correspondent asks: “Do the British 
people understand and reflect upon 
imperial problems in their complex: 
ity to Canada?” It seems to be the 
fashion, he says, in Great Britain to 
regard Canada as bound to the moth- 
erland by historic tradition, by long 
association, by common interest and 
continent. Probably these elements 
are inspired by Canadian patriotism. 
but the enormous influx of immi- 
grants has created new conditions 
and problems. Is it certain that they 
can be moulded into a common devo- 
tion to the empire? Can they never 
be attracted by a vision of an inde- 
pendent Canadian republic?” 

The correspondent in support of his 
argument that there is a movement 
to Americanize Canada, draws atten- 
tion to newspaper service which rele- 
gates British news to the  back- 
ground in favor of items from Amer- 
lea, thereby proving that he is deal- 
ing with a newspaper .condition in 
Canada of ten years ago and not of 
today, because every Canadian news- 
paper is now giving more attention 
to British news, for its news value, 
than they are devoting to news from 
the United States. 

“We are all passive imperialists,” 
says the correspondent of the Times, 
“but there are elements in Canada, to 
whith an appeal against imperialism 
can be made, who know no mother 
country.”

Tuberculosis in Dairy Cattle 
In the United Kingdom an effort is 
being made by la¥éo stamp out tub- 
erculosig in cattle. Speaking at a 
meeting of the British Dairy Farmers’ 
association, Sit Sydney Pocock, the 
representative of the association on 
the committee which administers the 
new tuberculosis (animals) act, re- 
ported with regard to the statistics 
that were to hand on their invstiga- 
tions up to the end of September last 
to the effect that out of 8,162 cows 
that were tested only 220 samples of 
jmilk Were found to be tuberculous. 
After the way the public had been 
cautioned by scicntific men against 
drinking milk which might be affect- 
ed, and generally frightening them, it 
was the duty of the association to 
disillusion their minds, as it was not 
very terrible after all taking into con- 
sideration the fact that it had not jet 
been proved that the milk from a cow 
with a tuberculous udder could trans- 
mit the disedse to human beings. He 
considered the public had been 
frightened unnecessarily. The cost 
of administration and compensations 
paid amounted to £11,998, of which 
only £3,246 was for compensation 
when the animals had been ‘slaught- 
ered, which war a very inadequate 
amount to compensate the farmers 
according to the scale fixed by the 
board of agriculture.

Otter 
made some strong statements in re- 
gard to the unprepared state of Can- 
ada in case of external danger.” 

“I look for danger from without,” 
said General Otter, “and sooner or 
latter that danger will come. As wa 
stand at present we are totally unpre- 
pared. We are lacking in numbers 
and we are lacking in material and if 
preparation is not made and con- 
tinued in a definite manner we shall 
some day or other be caught, and we 
shall lose our identity as a nation.” 


Making Coal Hard 

Experiments by the government of 
Saskatchewan in the carbonizing of 
the sofc coal which abounds in the 
district are being conducted at the 
town of Esievan. According to H., 
Anderson Cameron. commissioner for 
the Estevi. board of trade, the re- 
sults of the test are proving highly 
satisfactory and it is expectud that in 
a short time the carbonized coal will 
be placed on the market. It is ex- 
pected that it will sell for about $5 a 
ton. By the carbonizing process the 
coal is made much harder than it is 
in the original state and its value for 
fuel purposes is brought, it is said, to 
the standard of Pennsylvania hard 
coal.

OF THE FAR NORTH 


MISSIONARY DESCRIBES THE 
TRAITS OF THE ESKIMOS ° 
IN THE ARCTIC CIRCLE ° 


Does Not Think That There is a Fut- 
ure For the Extreme North Coun- 
try, Except. as a Fur-Bearing Reg- 
lon—Describes Blonde Eskimos. 
“When Stefansson, the Arctic ex: 

plorer, declared he ‘prefers the Bs- 

kimo who has not been spoiled by 
civilization,’ he made agstatement re- 
garding the ‘spoiling’ which is not 
supported by facts,” sald Archdeacon 

Whittaker, who, with a party of nine, 

left Edmonton on May 1 for the Ang: 

lican mission fields of the far north. 

He will be stationed at Fort McPher- 

son, atthe mouth of the Mackenzie 

river. 

“Let me show what has been ac- 
complished,” he continued. “When we 
began mission work among the na: 
tives of the Arctic Circle country, un- 
der Bishop Stringer, the Eskimo was 
terribly degraded. Polygamy, infanti- 
cide, theft, murder and all kinds of 
things were too common. Immorality 
was such that it cannot be mentioned. 
The Eskimos were made even worse 
by the presence of American whalers, 
who carried on an illicit liquor traffic, 
Things were in bad shape 20 years 
ago. 

‘But now look at the change. Tho 
Eskimos have taken readily to relig- 
fous teachings, ind three-fifths of the 
f00 natives at the Mackenzie river 
delta have been baptized. They are 
earrying on services during our ab- 
sence, and truly the change has been 
revolutionary. 

“Stefansson’s accounts of the Es- 
kimos are most reliable where the ex- 
plorer's observations are concerned, 
but When it comes to a matter of 
judgment he is something at fault.” 

The Eskimos, according to the 
archdeacon, are well supplied with 
boats, some of them have craft cap- 
able of carrying loads of four or five 
tons. Most of them are now makirg 
a living. by catching fur, and it is not 
an unusual thing for an Eskimo to 


makeSas much as~ $1,500 by this 
means dur'ng the season. Few of 
them understand English. The pre- 


vailing language is an Eskimo jargon 
which the whalers learn rapidly. 

Asked as to the future of the vast 
hinterland beyond the 60th parallel 
of latitude, Archdeacon Whittake: 
said there have been so many wol- 
derful changes in the west during the 
last 20 y@ars that he would not ven- 
ture even a guess as to what is like- 
ly to take, plaec in the next few 
years. . 

“But,” he added, “I do fot think 
there is a future for the extreme 
north, except as a fur-bearing region. 
If the animals are conserved, so much 
the better. There is little restriction 
on the catching of fur at present. 
The Eskimos are better in this re- 
spect than the Indians. We got the 
Eskimo to see the benefit of avoiding 
early trapping, and he will not set his 
traps until after November 1, when 
the fur is good and fetches top prices. 
On the other hand, the Indian, .as 
soon as he sees a mink or fox, wiil 
set his trap and kill, no matt r what 
the time of year.” 

Archdeacon Whittaker told of the 
efforts of W. Henry Fry, one of his 
misslonaries, to reach the pedple pcp- 
ularly known as the “Blonde  Es- 
kimos,” who live a thousand miles 
east of Herschell Island in ‘what is 
known as Victoria Land. Mr. Fry 
and a party of nine covered 600 miles, 
but had to turn back on account of 


ice and lack of provisions, The Arch- | 


deacon says the Eskimos are — not 
really blonde, which is a newspaper 
appellation, although some of them 
undoubtedly have a strain of white 
blood in their veins, and, if dressed 
in Europeun clothes, might be taken 
for Englishmen. 

Archdeacon Whittaker began his 
labors among the Eskimos in 1895. 
His wife, a sister of the wife of 
Bishop Lucas, followed him three 
years later. He was stationed at 
Fort McPherson for five years, then 
at Herschel! Island for five years, and 
then again at Fort McPherson for an- 
other five years, with furloughs in- 
tervening. He Was accompanied to 
his far-off post by Mrr. Whittaker. 
They will have a motor boat of 45 
feet and 11 foot beam, the trip oc- 
cupying two months,

MONOPLANE FORATLANTIC TRIP

Guetave Hamel Hopes New Machine / Neglect 


Will be First to Make Long 
Flight 

A huge monoplane, it is learned, is 
being built for trans-Atlantic flight 
by. the. Martin Handadyn ‘firm at 
Brooklands, England. 

It is noticed, too, that Gustave 
Hamel, one of Britain’s greatest avi- 
ators, whose keenest amibition is to 
have this achievement to his credit, 
is a frequent visitor to the Martin 
Handadyn sheds, inspecting the pro- 
gress of the machine. 

A small machine of 40 foot span, 
built by the same firm, is now flying 
80 miles an hour with a 120 horse- 
power engine and is lifting big loads. 
The new monoplane is of the same 
type, closely resembling the ‘‘Antoin- 
ette,” flown by Hubert Latham in the 
James Gordon-Bennett race at Bél- 
mont Park, N.Y. 

It has a 63 foot span and is 14 feet 
from the front of the wings to the 
back. .An engine of 250 horsepower 
is required to carry oll and gasoline 
for a 24 hour flight, with a guaran- 
teed speed of over 80 miles an hour 
during that period. The machine also 
must carry a pilot, a passenger and 
navigating instruments and wireless 
outfit. . 

She is expected to be the biggest 
and fastést monoplane in existence. 
It is officially admitted that the ma- 
chine is intended for long distance 
and durating records, the latter being 
16 hoyrs, 28 minutes, 56 seconds. If 
the new aerial giant can go for 24 
hours, Hamel, it is stated, certainly 
will try her for a trans-Atlantic cross- 
ing.

From the beautiful island of Capri 
the famous Russian novelist Maxim 
Gorki now returns to his native land. 
Gorki has been in exile for eight 
years. He was arrested in 1905 for 
his participation in a revolutionary 
plot and imprisoned in the Petres- 
Paul fortress 

Only the intervention of the press 
all over the world saved him from 
summary court-martial at the hands 
of Trepovy and probable execution. 
The government finally thought it 
wisest to exile Gorki. He left Russia 
for America, settling later in Capri. 
For a time he refused to accept the 
amnesty of the Russian government, 
but finally decided to do so in order 
to be with his wife. 


RAILWAY LAND GRANTS 
Since 1878 Governments Have Hand- 
ed Over 30,426,817 Acres 
Railway companies in Canada jhave 
received from the fedeval government 
since 1878 land grants to a total of 
80,426,817 acres. This is shown by a 
return brought down in the house. 
The big years in the patenting of 
land grants were from i900 to 1908° 
Between July 1, 1900, and March 31, 
1908, there was a total of land grants 
to railways of no less than 26,269,257 
acres or more than five-fifths of the 
total since 1878. The year 1900-1901 
was greatest of all, as lard to a total 
of over 6,000,000 acres was made over 
in that twelve months. There were 

no land grants prior to 1883. 


Lloyd's to Become a Daily

a daily newspaper. It will consist of 
twenty-four pages, and it is calculated 
each issue will contain 4,000 items of 
shipping news from all over the 
World.

The Horseshoe

guess why lovers of horses came to 


adopt the horseshoe as a talisman} 


against misfortune. Horses were held 
to be especially susceptible to the 
machinations of witches. If precuu- 
tions were not taken these mischiev- 
ous creatures would ride the horses 
at dead of night over the hills, and 
when the owner came to the stables 
in the mornitg te would find his an!- 
mals in a lather and utterly exhaust- 
ed. A horseshoe placed over the 
stable docr was believed to ward off 
such evil. 

There is no superstition move deep- 
ly ingrained in all classes of society 
than that vhich periains to the horse 
shoe. As an emblem of good fortune 
it holds »ride of placo. Nelson did 
not disdain to nail a Lorseshoo to iLe 
mast of the Victory.’ In the early 
part of the nineteenth century the 
horseshoe was highly prized, and 
there weie few mansions whera it 
was not displayed, while huinbler 
folks were at great pains to fasten it 
over their doors. 

In Greece and Rome horses were 
not shod. ‘The ancients were con- 
tent with wrapping filer cloth round 
the feet of their horses in cold weath- 
er, or when it was necessary to pass 
through miry districts. Insteac of de- 
vising horseshoes, they turned their 
attention to hardening the hoofs of 
their mounts. Nero, however, who 
ever strode to out-distance his con- 
temporaries, caused his horses to be 
shod with silver, but no nails were 
driven with silver, but no nails were 
shoeing horses by driving nails into 
the hoofs was introduced into Eng- 
land by William the Conqueror, but 
for centuries the practice did not gain 
much headway. 

The Indians, -who had no superiors 


as horsemen, never thought of shoe- 
ing their mounts’ in any way, and yet 
they were capable of performing re- 
markable journeys over the most dif- 
Even at the present 
day in Japan the modern horseshoe

Do Light Rays Develop Germs? 

Dr. Roux, director of the Pasteur 
Institute in Paris, read the other 
day, at the Academie des Sciences, a 
note by Mme. Victor Henri, who, with 
her husband, specializes in the study 
of ultra violet rays, describing the 
effect of existing microbes to the 
rays. ‘ 

A prolonged and carefully regulat- 
ed exposure to the ultr:. violet rays 
of anthrax microbes resulted in the 
death of some of the microbes, but 
others survived, and were complete- 
ly transfoimed in regard to shape, be- 
coming round instead of long, and 
when an -.nimal was inocculated the 
transformed microbes caused an_ ill- 
ness of an entirely different natura 
from normal anthrax, being of a 
toxic character, but ngt septicaemic,

through the grass have all been sweet 
entertainment. But it is different

The trek of Western Canada began 
in earnest about a dozen years ago 
and followed closely the lines of the 
| then one existing railway, but coinci- 


dent with the building of two more 
transcontinental railways, the immi- 
gration increased until it hds now 


reached the encrmous total of virtu- 
ally half million persons a year, large- 
ly from Great Britain and the United 
States, not to mention the vast move- 
ment from Eastern Canada to the 
|west. The lure, or properly speaking 
jlures, are identica! to those which 
peopled our own prairies First, land; 
second, mercttile opportunities cre- 
ated by the cultivation of the land. 
The difference in the development of 
our middle west and the cevelppment 
of Western Canada lies largely in the 
difference of time, and for this rea: 
son it is but natural that Western 
Canada’s deveiopment %. relatively 
faster. The opportunilies there at 
present are prectsely the same as the 
opportunities which existed in Cen- 
tral United States thirty or forty 
years ago, but the mean: of convert- 
ing these opportunities into money 
are infinitely better as may be real- 
ized when one pauses to consider tha, 
vast improvenients whick nave been 
made in transportation facilities, 
farm equipment ai.d business appli- 
ances during that period 

There is no ‘pioneering in Western 
Canada as our fathers and grandfath- 
ers understood the word; instead its 
pioneering de luxe; ploreering. via 
transcontinental trains versus ox 
carts; tungsten lights versus candles; 
steam ploughs versus the hoe; mer- 
chandising versus trading. 

I never take a trip into Western 
Canada without being amazed at the 
progress being made. I “ave recently 
seen model towns of three four and 
five thousanc people which did not cx- 
ist five years ago. Less than two 
years ago I had cccasion to go to 
Central British Columbia. After leav- 
ing the railway I was obliged to float 
down the Fraser river on a scow coy- 
ering more than three hundred miles 
in six days; then I spen’ another 
week travelliig by pack train ‘nto 
the Stuart river vatiey. On the entire 
journey I passed through but one 
small village and the country, some 
of the richest in agricultural possibil- 
ities, timber and minerais of any in 
North America, Was but sparsely set- 
tled. A few weeks ago I made the 
same trip, but Instead of going down 
the Fraser on a scow, I went all the 
way from Winuipeg on as fine a train 
as one may wish, Railway constrve- 
tion camps which had punctuated my 
journey two years ago have given 
|place to thriving towns wherc mer: 
chants are getting rich supmlying the 
thousands of farmers, lumbermen and 
miners with the same brands of goods 
that may be purchased in Winnipeg, 
Chicago and Boston. I cannot speak 
of these settlers as immigrants, nor 
yet as pfoneers for the word immi- 
grant seems to imply gunny racks 
and garlic, while pioneering has be- 
come synonymous wil’: hardships. I 
cannot harmonize the word immi- 
grant with the Iowa farmer who sold 
his farm there and brought $46,000 in 
cash with him to the Stuart river val- 
ley, nor do IT think a man undergoes 
many hardships in trading an uncon- 
genial job and a four room flat in a 
crowded city for a business of his 
own anda modern bungalow in a new 
country where he 1eceives the base- 
ball score: by Innings. 


Apples for the Prairle Provinces 

The trees of the varieties of apples 
originated by Dr. Wm. Saunders, es- 
{pecialty for the prairie provinces, by 
crosing the wild Siberian crab, Pyrus 
baceata, with named varieties of ap- 
ples, are now in the horticultural divi- 
sion, department of agricutuve, Ot- 
tawa. Trees of he first crosses, 
which are about the size of the larger 


named crab apples, have now heen 
well distributed through the prai:te 
provinces and are proving hardy 


where larger apples will not succeed. 
Among the best of these are Jewel, 
Charles, Silvia, Prince, Tony, Rebin, 
Elsa, Alberta, Columbia, Ruby, North- 
Vern Queen and Eve. Many second 
crosses, having more blood of the «ap- 
ple, fruited in 1913 and in previcus 
years. Some of these are two and 
one-half inches in diameter and they 
are being propagated, and will be 
tested for hardiness on the prairie 
farms.
